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THE PLACE FOR THE FLEET

It is said that the naval authorities
have not yet decided whether they
will permit the fleet to pass through
the Panama canal to the Pacific, as
was planned some time ago.

A safe guess is that, though the
definite decision may not have been
recorded as yet, the fleet will not be
allowed to go to the Pacific now.
There are two excellent reasons for
this.

One is that the fleet's business is
In the Atlantic at this juncture. No
need going into details on this point.

The other is that the present con-
dition of the. canal does not invite
experiments with it, involving the
possibility that it might get into the
Pacific and ilien, because of another
slide at Culebra, be unable to come
back by the same route. It would be
.the height of folly to risk such a
disaster, and the record of the
Culebra slides in recent months
makes it reasonable to assume that
there is a very real danger of such a
thing happening.

THE ARMY OF MERCY

The American Red Cross recently
appealed for more funds to carry on
its work in Europe. We have had a
terrible example of the way one bel-
ligerent is conducting campaigns,
and every American can assist in
lessening the ghastly achievements
of such monstrosity by making a
contribution, be it penny or many
dollars, to the Red Cross.

You may not be ordered to shoul-
der rifle and hunt down the beast in
his lair, but you can help recover his
human prey; you can assist in mend-
ing those shattered men, women, and
children still living who have been
crushed in his maws.

The American Red Cross, of
course, has representatives in Ger-
many as well as in Russia, Serbia,
Belgium those parts of it held by
King Albert's immortals France,
and England. Help the American
army of mercy. The need is des-
perate to a degree that we did not
know until brought home to us by
the brutal murder of Americans. If
we are denied another way of serv-
ing humanity, the Red Cross is still
available, and through it we have the
means to do much good.

FAITH

President Wilson did well in his
Philadelphia speech to give an elo-
quent warning to those who come to
this country, are adopted here and
then fix their gaze over their shoul-
ders on the national allegiance they
left behind them as the" object for
them still to serve beyond other
things. His own words aptly fit a
noisy part of our population, natu-
ralized and even native born of
naturalized parents, who would sac-
rifice the ideals and betray the in-

terests of the United States to the
military advantage of foreign peo-
ples and to the ambitious purposes
of their hereditary rulers:

I would not cettalnly be one who
would suggest that a man cease to
love the place of h's orlKin. It Isone thing to love the place whereyou were born and another thing to
dedicate yourself to the place whereyou ro.

You can't be an American If you
think of jourself In groups. Americadoes not consist of groups. A man
who considers himself as belonging
to a national group Is not yet an
American.
A man can be an American, or a

man can be a German, but he can-
not be both. In a time like this,
When the rights of his adopted coun-
try are violated wantonly, its sons
and daughters are murdered brutal-
ly, and its honor is assailed defiantly
by the Berlin military machine, a
German-America- n cannot adhere to
his old allegiance without treason
to his new.

Let it be said right here that there
pre hundreds of thousands of German--

Americans who are standing
and will stand steadfastlyfto the po-

sition of the American people. With
the exception of a very few papers
owned by Ridder-America- and
one shocking example of an Ameri
can organ which has to have even
its foreign policy shaped to meet
the ends of its stock market con-

trol, there is absolute unanimity of
opinion in the press of this country
as to the crisis and clear recogni-
tion of the gravity, without a sign
of shrinking from whatever conse-
quences may follow the indignation
and horror felt in the United States
at the sinking of the Lusitania with
her human freight.

True American citizens of foreign
blood are with that American press.
If it is impossible for the Ridder-America- n

to be loyal to the faith he
has sworn here to democratic gov-
ernment and free institutions, he
ought, honestly and openly, to be-tjik- a

Mraself back to those former

colors and rrfnstcrs he was in honor
bound to put away when he em-

braced his citizenship under the
Stars and Stripes.

THE TASK OF A NAVY

In the interest of fairness, it is
not inappropriate to suggest some
aspects of the naval warfare in Eu-

ropean and other waters, by way of
pointing out thatf there are two Bides
to the question whether the British
navy has been properly handled.

Mr. Winston Churchill has been
criticised becnuse the British fleet
has failed to make proper provision
to protect merchant shipping. Ho
replies in the commons that the re-

sources of the naval power are not
such that it is possible to provide
convoys of destroyers for merchant
craft. In saying this, he adds that
it is not possible for him to say '

why this is true, because to do so
would make public certain naval dis-

positions and give useful informa-
tion to enemies.

In the circumstances, the answer
must be regarded as conclusive. It
would be a gross impropriety to
make public the detailed facts con-

cerning British arrangements for
transporting troops across the Eng-
lish channel. Without much doubt,
the admiralty is at this time co-

operating closely with the army au-

thorities in moving men to the Con-

tinent. It is of the supremest im
portance that these movements J

be made as secretly and
as safely as possible. Britain
would prefer that its full naval po-

tentiality be utilized to prevent the
sinking of transports, rather than
that the whole scheme of naval dis-

positions should be disorganized in
order to provide escorts for mer-
chant vessels. This is part of the
business of war.

From the beginning there has been
only one reported loss of any body
of British troops in the process of
moving them to the Continent. Half
a million and more, perhaps a mil-

lion of men have been taken to
France and Belgium. Another mil-

lion may yet be taken there. To ac-

complish this movement in safety is
the supreme duty of the

military and naval powers at
this time.

Those who point out that the Brit-
ish navy has accomplished no real
purpose in the war, fail to contrast
what it has achieved in this regard,
with what the German navy has
done. Who can doubt that, if they
had dared or had been able, the
Germans would have dumped a
dozen army corps into Great
Britain months ago? That would
have been the very greatest accom-
plishment that Germany could have
registered. Early in the war, such
a performance would almost cer-
tainly have resulted in overrunning
England. It would have neutralized
her as a factor in the war. It
would have rendered utterly impos-
sible the effective utilization of any
element of British power on the side
of the allies. Money, men, naval
support, economic 'backing, would
all have been rendered impossible.
France would have had to defend
herself alone, and would not have
succeeded. It is not beyond the mark
to say that thewar would have been
over before now and Germany a
victor, if the power of the British
navy had not been able to accomplish
what it has1 done.

But this is only the beginning.
German shipping has been driven
from the seas. German foreign
commerce has been destroyed.
German capacity to draw on the
outside world has been wrecked.
Confidence in the ultimate suc-

cess of German arms has suffered
everywhere because of the utter
elimination of the German element
in the affairs of the world outside
the war zone.

Do these things count for nothing
in the appraisal of the British naval
performance? Is it of no import-
ance that Germany proclaims to the
world that England is starving it to
death, while hundreds of vessels en-

ter and leave the ports of the United
Kingdom every day? England is
still in business; it is maintaining
its relations with the rest of the
world; it is able to feed its people,
to sail its ships, to bring needed sup-
plies, both for civil and. military
use. Germany can do none of thesa
things.

It is true that, because tlioy have
violated evary rule of civilisation,
every prov'sion of their treaties, ev
ery convention of international law,
the Germans have been able to sink
some unarmed merchantmen, to
murder some fishermen, to rouse
the whole world to bitter hatred
by massacring the ship's company of
the Lusitania. But has it substan-
tially helped Germany? Think of
the solidified sentiment of the United
States today, of the attitude of Italy,
on the br'nk of war with the central
monarchies, and the answer will be
obvious enough.

German submarines have born
able to rove the seas and work de-

struction because there is no Or-ma- n

commerce to be defended. It is
as if a man with a million dollars
safely invested should relinnuish it
in order to enjoy the satisfaction of
burn'ng an enemy's barn. He gains
nothing by it, he makes all society

I

his enemy, he loses everything he
previously had.

The one great decisive accomplish-- ,
ment of military power in thi3 war
to date is that of the British-Frenc- h

sea power in driving Germany off
the seas and forcing Germany to
measures that have enlisted all civ-

ilization against her. She hna, in-

deed, resorted to extremes that
place her outside tho pale of civili-

zed warfare. She has tried to justi-
fy these things by pointing to the
overwhelming naval authority of her
enemies, and pleading that in the
presence of such a tremendous mass
of power she could do nothing less
than become a savage!

The Germans arc occupying most
of Belgium. They are in the Baltic
provinces of Russia. They have
drawn their line of trenches across
northern France, where it claims for
them a large slice of the richest ter
ritory of the republic. Nowhere have
they suffered a real and effective de-

feat save on the ocean. There they
have been beaten back, annihilated,
forced to confess that they are fight-
ing the fight of savagery against
starvation. It is indecent, ignorant,
and grossly unfair, in the face of
such a showing, to proclaim that
German barbarism demonstrates the
inefficiency of British naval power.

SHOULD CONQRESS MEET?

It is said that there will be no ex-

traordinary session of Congress, so
far as can be judged by any present
conditions. Nothing has happened
that brings the Administration to
feel that it needs Congress in Wash-
ington.

In the present state of interna-
tional relations this seems a strange
attitude. If the most unfortunate
results should flow from the present
conditions, this country might find
itself in a position in which there
would be urgent jiecd for instant
preparation. Only Congress can pro-
vide the necessaries of war. With-
out its sanction, money cannot be
spent for material or for men that
may be absolutely necessary at any
time.

No country on earth save China
is so ill prepared for a war as the
United States. It is bad enough
that we should be in such a posture.
There has been protest, and there
has been urgent insistence on pre-
paredness; but preparation is yet to
be made. Great Britain, still not
half ready with her army when the
war is nigh a year old, ought to be
a warning of the danger of further
delay in at least beginning to begin.

Italy was vastly more nearly
ready for hostilities when the war
opened than is the United States. But
it was not ready. Did it sit back
and assume that it need not get
ready? Rather, it plunged into the
tremendous task of making ready.
It has .not lost a day. The diplo-
mats palavered, the foreign office
dickered with the dual alliance and
the triple entente powers; notes were
written, and interviews were held,
all of them in the hope and purpose
of keeping Italy out of tho war if
that could be done consistently with
maintenance of Italy's interests.
But every day and every hour saw
Italy getting ready for whatever the
eventuality might demand of her.
Now it is announced that she has
more than two millions of soldiers
ready in every detail, and that her
navy is in first-clas- s condition.

Is it not time for the United States
to give thought to the lessons which
England's unpreparedness and Italy's
energetic preparation teach us?
Italy, if she shall at length be forced
into the war, is going to be a vastly
potential factor. She will not only
be able to protect herself, to go and
get what she wants, but she will be
able to make herself a determining
figure in the war of a world. It
will be a proud part, if she shall be
compelled to play it; a part that she
could not have played if the govern-
ment at Rome had taken the atti-
tude that the Government at Wash-
ington assumes.

The time is past for hesitation on
the ground that an appearance of
getting ready may force hostilities.
A year hence an indignant and suf-
fering nation may rise to condemn
unsparingly the policy of shilly-
shallying hat brought disaster to it.

Congiess ought to be in Washing-
ton considering the big problems
that cannot be handled without its

To send for it right
now, would, in fact, be a gieat diplo-
matic stroke. It would convince the
world thitt the United States meant
business, and was capable of doing
it.

Would It not bo possible to find em-
ployment for many Belgians In Ameri-
ca or could not a compnny be formed
In America or England to register those
employers who require representatives
In Belgium for American firms, and

Taft Advises Calmness
In Present Crisis and

Support for President
PHILADELPHIA, May 12.

Taft, In a speech In the Union
League Club advised deliberation nnd
caution In the crisis with Germany and
above all other things, the support of
President Wilson. He also foresaw the
point where the patience and suffering
of the people of the United States might
be strained to a point no longer to bo
endured, and then, he said, the legult
would be war.

"Dut remember," he shouted. "It ,wlll
he the people's war. They will suffer,
they will die, and In all things they
will have to pay."

Germany's Inhumane Policy.
"We are at a critical stage In our

foreign relation growing out of the great
European war," he said.

"Germany has not only nnnounccd.
but enforced, contrary to the laws of
war. a policy In her naval warfare by
submarines and torpedoes, against the
unarmed, commercial ships Qf her enemy
that is inhumane, not only to the de-

fenseless subjects of her enemy, but to
the peaceable . citizens of the United
States traveling on board such ships and
entitled to warning and rescue before
such ships are sunk.

"I agree that the Inhumanity of tho
circumstances In the case now presses
on us, but In the heat of even Just In-

dignation Is not the best time to act.
when action Involves such momentous
consequences and means untold loss
of life and treasure. There are things
worse than war. but delay due to calm
deliberation cannot change the situa
tion or minimize the effect of what we
finally conclude to do.

The Ones Who Pay.
"But we must bear In mind that It

we have a war. It Is the people, the
men and women, fathers and mothers,
brothers and sisters, who must pay with
lives and money the cost of it, and,
therefore. thv should not be hurried
Into the needed sacrifice until It Is
Wear that they wlsn it anu Know wnai
they are doing when they wish It.

"For this reason every President,
with a respect for his oath and the
rule of the people, will In moments ot
popular excitement nnd Just indigna-
tion pointing to war. act aa a brake-w- ill

caution against , haste will hunt
for some escape from the horrors of
war consistent with dignity and pa-

triotism, knowing that If no other al-

ternative exists. Congress In Its con-
stitutional power, after time for de-

liberations, has disclosed the real pop-
ular opinion, will act. '

"A demand for war that cannot sur-
vive the passion of the first days of
public Indignation and will not endure
test of delay and deliberation by all
the people is not one that should be
yielded to."

TD DISCUSS HEALTH

LAW LT!

Annual Conference of State and

Provincial Boards to Be

Held Here Friday.

A general discussion of problems
to the administration of State

and provincial health laws and regu-
lations will engage the thirtieth an
nual conference of the State and
Provincial Boards of Health of North
America, which will convene here Fri-
day.

A preliminary conference, participated
In by Federal health authorities and
representatives of State boards of
health, will be held tomorrow

The meetings will be conducted at
the Wlllard, and It Is probable that
the conference will not extend beyond
one day. ,

The conference deals strictly with
problems pertaining to State and prov-
incial administration. In so far as the
Federal Government has problems per-
taining to health administration of the
several States, such problems are pre-
sented for discussion and conference at
the meeting between representatives of
the United States Public Health Serv-
ice and of the several State boards of
health and departments of health of the
United States. This conference between
tho representatives of the Federal Go-
vernment and ol State bo.nds of health
anjl departments of health Is provided
for by statute, the surgeon general of
the Public Health Service being re-
quired to call one confeernce annuallj.
